B R ID G IN G THE G A P 
It's good news for modern mottl­ 
e s that m any of the difficulties of 
bridging the gap between a baby's 
•emj-liquid diet and that of grow n­ 
ups are being eliminated by the use 
of new canned foods especially pre­ 
pared for older babies. 
One does 
not have to plan the fam ily menus 
around 
the 
youngest 
member's 
needs, then, or go to the trouble 
of preparing a separate meal for 
him, since these foods, known as 
Junior foods, make well-balanced 
meals and come in cans ready to 
heat and serve.
